CMA Announces Checklist of Artists Accepted into its NEO Show 
Juried Exhibition on View July 10 through Sept. 4, Features the Works of Northeast Ohio Artists

The Cleveland Museum of Art announces the checklist of artists accepted into its 
NEO Show, on view July 10 through Sept. 4, 2005. 


Nearly 1,300 works were entered by artists who now live or work in the Northeast Ohio 
and were judged by former CMA Associate Curator of Contemporary Art and juror 
Jeffrey D. Grove; Jane Farver, director of the List Visual Arts Center at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology and Louis Grachos, director of The Albright-Knox 
Art Gallery, Buffalo, New York. A final tally of 184 works were then submitted for final 
judging on April 22 to 24 with 80 of them being accepted into the exhibition. 


Notification was sent indicating those works selected for the exhibition. A color 
catalogue, illustrating all works included in the exhibition will be published and made 
available for purchase during the exhibition. 


Beginning in 2005, this juried show will be held every three to four years at the 
Museum’s discretion and updates the tradition of the former May Show, which began in 
1919 as an annual juried exhibition of works by Cleveland-area artists and was last held 
in 1993. 


Artwork in all media—painting, works on paper (prints and drawings), sculpture, 
installation, film/video, performance (dance and musical), photography, textiles, web- 
based and interactive art—were accepted for submission.

CMA will recognize superior artistic achievement through a variety of awards. A $5,000 
Best of Show award will be given in addition to two $2,500 Honorable Mention Awards. 
A committee of CMA curators and Director Katharine Lee Reid will purchase a work 
from the exhibition to be added to the permanent collection, preserving works by 
Northeast Ohio artists for future generations.
